Gregory Valloch, a 1979 graduate of Proctor High School, is now the captain of a maneuver brigade in 
Saudi Arabia called Alpha Company. Me has asked our students to "adopt" his company of fifty-five 
soldiers by writing letters and sending packages to them. He tells us that mail from home is a big morale 
booster. Second Lieutenant "Mac" Duncan writes, "Thank you for your letter. We really appreciate the 
support we get from back home." 

Post Script: On Sunday, March third, 1991, an official cease-fire in the Persian Gulf was was declared. 
Thousands of Iraqi soldiers had eagerly surrendered, and much Iraqi equipment was destroyed. 
Saddam's troops in Kuwait City pulled out first, and the rest in Saudi Arabia quickly retreated into Iraq. 

The cease-fire still holds, and many American troops have already returned home.
